Did anyone else, besides me, notice one of our own (QRP-L), minus 
the Foster Grants or Raybans, has his photo, in "Worldradio", Sept., 
'96, page 50 ? KD7S with a HW-8, on a tripod (nice wood work Bill), 
during Field Day. BTW, Bill, where we go for Field Day, in NM, we don't 
see a single Individual, maybe a large electrical storm, maybe a few 
elk cows, and a bear or 2, but very few Humans. Also, KI6SN had written 
about the Colorado QRP Club Officers & NorCal Web Page (Jerry Parker), 
in this very same issue. 


OK, power is out in the Western USA for over 3 hours, on Sat.. IMHO, 
it did not impact the QRP crowd. 7040 KHz was full of activity, along 
with 30 meters (10.116 MHz). 


The local 911 center (Albuquerque) was overwhelmed, and they had to 
resort to logging calls on paper. The Central Computer had dropped off 
line within the Albuquerque Police Dept.. Good emergency exercise for 
the locals. Gee, we had thought one of the locals had clobbered a power 
pole again (drunk drivers), or an electrical storm had hit "The 4

If QRP, you might try 1/4 wave vertical hook-up wire inside window, hanging down 
from 

1/2 wave curtain-rod ground plane. You will have to prune, due to near-by window 
frame, 

etc. If it works out ok inside, try similar set-up outside. Suspend between 
several 

thumb-tacks, with tacks and wire color matched to your trim or exterior wood (or 
tiny 

finishing nails in brick, etc.) I'll leave it to you to prevent nose RF burns & 
window 

fall-outs. Run a 3rd 1/4 wave GP wire inside the window, if needed. Using mini-zip 
cord 

clear speaker wire, or twisted pair, for the vertical portion will tend to broaden 
bandwidth. 


If aluminum siding, or too much metal in window system, how about installing a 
little 

plactic bird feeder on a strut a couple of feet out from the window? Two 
horizontal "v" 

wires (GP) run back to the window-sill would look like stabilizing wires, and a 
third 

wire angling down from the top would be your 1/4 wave almost-vertical antenna 
element. 

The coax would follow the strut (plastic pipe and floor flange, or 1"x3"wood) back 
to 

the window-sill. 


If roof access, how about a plastic extendsion on your roof vent, with a 1/4 wave 


vertical hidden inside. Sneak tiny RG-174/U or RG-188/U to vent, and stick it 
under a 

few shingles, or next to them with clear or matching silicon sealant dabs. Once 
out of 

sight, you might want to adapt to lower loss coax (8X, 213, etc.) if run is long. 
Bond 

coax braid to metal vent, and/or use 2 or more 1/4 wave hook-up wires, tucked 
inder 

shingles. Water-proof connections (ant. and gnd.) with silicon sealant.

Since we are talking qrp, or at least fairly low power, you might try what 
we did a couple of years ago. A friend lived in an apartment where you 
couldn't have antennas. We cheated by running a wire out the window to a 
tree using 28 gauge wire. Hard to see even for us! 


Maybe for 10m you could just make a dipole out of 28 or 30 gauge wire (war 
if you're in Texas). Or, just put out a quarter wavelength and run a 
quarter-wave counterpoise around your baseboards. It's a pretty manageable 
length.

Hi, Peter-- 
To help clear up your confusion over which way to go with "automatic keying"... 


First, I'd rule out anything mechanical. The "machines" are neat, but they are 
tricky 

to master (sloppy bug users stand out like sore thumbs on the band) and they are 
not easy to adjust. Most operators find themselves speeding up or slowing down 
to match the other station or because of conditions, and it is real tough to 


change speed with a mechanicl keyer-- usually several adjustments need to be 
made and tested. 


So go Electronic! 


The paddle(s) is(are) only half the story, and for the record there is no such 
thing as an iambic paddle-- it's the KEYER that offers the lambic keying 
feature. JIambic keying in its simplest form means if you hold both paddles 
closed (squeezed) you get an alternating series of dots and dashes. This makes 
it real easy to send characters with the alternating pattern (period is the most 
obvious one) by squeezing the paddles. 


Dual paddles have separate paddles for dots and dashes, and are necessary to use 
the iambic keying feature if your keyer has it. So I'd recommend dual paddles 
rather than a single paddle "side-swiper." 


Some of the difficulties you have had may be related to the keyer. Some keyers 
have more features than others, and the better ones have some degree of "auto 
spacing" and/or "dot and dash memory" which means that the spaces between 
elements and between characters are generated automatically and you don't have 
to be absolutely precise with the paddle. A good example of this is is sending 
the letter A at, say 2wpm. You can tap the dot paddle and the dash paddle 
almost simultaneously, and the keyer will still send the dot, the correct length 
space, and then the dash. They all have a different feel, and take a little 
bit of getting used to, but they are not hard to learn. 


Bottom line-- my recomendations. You can spend a little money or a lot of money 
on your keyer and paddle, and you will get as many recommendations as there are 
possible combinations of equipment. I use a CMOS III keyer and a Bencher 
paddle, both will do everything you can think of and last a lifetime. The 
Bencher paddle is reasonably expensive but the CMOS III is a super-bargain kit 
at about $58. 


Alternatives? The Atomic Keyer is inexpensive and does have minimal single 
memory (so you can program a CQ call for example and send it at the touch of a 
button). And MFJ makes a relatively inexpensive keyer/paddle combination in two 
versions, one with a genuine Bencher paddle and one with a less expensive clone. 
Personally, I'd go with a good, separate paddle, and maybe start with an 
inexpensive keyer. While you work with that you will be learning what features 
are "must haves" for your next one. I've used one Bencher paddle for 15 years, 
but have gone through a LOT of different keyers. 


Hope this is of some help....

I guess this will purty well date me, but so be it. I started pounding 
brass on the railroad some 40 years ago. There were no keyboards nor 
electronic keyers, just bugs or handkeys. You were required to read all 
"fists" or pick up your bug and go to the house. There were some good, some 
not so good, and a few downright BAD fists, but I am thankful today for the 
opportunity I had to learn to copy them all. I dont have to back away from 
a QSO because somebody is not sending letter perfect CW, if it resembles CW 
I can copy it. Communication is a two way street, requiring copying as well 
as sending. 


Of course nothing sounds better than letter perfect CW, but if it is not 
so, dig a little, just as you would for a QRP signal that is down in the 
mud. You will be a better operator for having done so, and the hobby will 
be better for it as well. 


All CW operators are not capable of sending that letter perfect CW we all 
love to hear. Monte Starke made a very good point concerning an operator 
who had suffered a stroke. I have a similar friend on CW from the Dallas 
area. He is an old retired railroad telegrapher and copies in the fast 
lane, but his sending is terrible, due to a disabling stroke. I always go 
out of my way to answer his CQ, and never fail to have a fine QSO, despite 
his shortcomings on the key. "72"

I have one of the original 1621's. Ordered it before MFJ was in 
production. I'm happy as a lark with it! Takes some getting used to 
tuning it up because it's extremely hiQ. One doesn't QSY very easily 
with it because of the tuning sensitivity; but if you stay around a given 
frequency for a while, IT'S A BLAST! Most of the time I use it QRP at 
around 5 watts. My biggest problem is not getting QSO's, but my poor 
code! (Both ways, sending and receiving). I live in a retirement area 
which doesn't allow antennas, so the 1621 is perfect.

2) I am using an OHR 4 bander; primarily 40 M around 7.060 MHz. My 
first two contacts indicated a RST report of 229 and 449. Is this good or 
bad ?? My forward power is around 10 watts 
and my reverse power is about 6 watts. SWR = 10/(10-6) = 2.5 
Is this correct ? Does this indicate my need for an antenna tuner? 

I'm using a G5SRV Jr antenna stung up in the attic. Will an antenna tuner 
provide a better signal? Any suggestions on an appropriate tuner. 
Thanks! ! 


The RST reports are probably OK for an indoor or attic antenna. 

An antenna tuner will not help a "typical" ham dipole fed with coax. The 
tuner will let the transmitter "see" something closer to 50 ohms, but does 
very little for the mismatched coax. In a G5SRV a tuner will help, 
especially if the twinlead goes straight to the tuner. 


Remove the coax and feed the dipole with balanced line (300 ohm good-quality 
TV line works just fine) then use a tuner. Balanced is more forgiving of 
mismatch and in a balanced feed antenna you don't have to worry about exact 


length any more. 


3) I tried tuning on 20 M but my forward power is only 1 watt max. I 
thought the OHR 4-bander was 4 watts on 20M. Any Comments ??? 
Suggestions?? 


If some radios see a mismatch, they may fold back power. I'll bet the OHR 
will deliver 4 watts again if you use a tuner between the radio and G5RV. In 
that case, a tuner would help by letting the transmitter deliver more power.

I won't 
agree with it, but I will do absolutely nothing to degrade the very high 
quality of the QRP-L group. It is beyond a doubt one of the best, most 
interesting and informative HAM radio groups I have yet run into.

This radio sounds a lot like the military AN/PRC-64. The PRC-64 looked a 
little like a fishing tackle box. It too was a 3-8 MHz radio, crystal 
controlled... had 4 channels (8 crystals I think) and 5 watt CW, 1 watt AM. 


The counterpoise probably would have been in the 25-75 foot region. A lot of 
these military radios were unusual in that there was no 50-ohms coax output, 
just terminals for wire antenna and counterpoise... some radios had charts 
for wire lengths for different HF bands several MHz wide... the finals and PA 
filters in these radios were designed to load the antenna wire directly and 
most radios specs don't give output impedances. 


This and some other special forces CW radios could also be plugged in to a 
code burst box. You had to pre-perforate or record a CW message, ready the 
tape and let it go at 300 WPM. A 300 WPM burst is a lot harder to DF than a 
stressed-out GI sending on a handkey and having to repeat :-)

Hi Doug, 


Your question takes you right into the middle of "twilight zone" of decision 
making for qrp portable rigs. The "decision break" occurs at the 2-3 watt 
level since that seems to be the dividing line that determines size, weight 
and obviously the power demands. So lets assume you want the rig to have 
the following as a minimum - good sensitivity, good selectivity, QSK (full 
electronic - no semi QSK relays), and RIT. So here's my "sound bites" on 
your choices (two categories) for 30 meters: 


Under 3 watts: 


Small Wonder Labs Green Mountain (GM-30) - price about $75 less cabinet, 
externals. 


Wilderness Radio Sierra Multiband - $200+ 
Oak Hills Research Explorer II for 30 meters $100 but being phased out. 
Over 3 watts: 


Emtech - North West 30: 5 watt improved QSK version of MFJ-9030 $75 minus 
cabinet etc. 


Oak Hills Research OHR-100 30 meters (replacement for Explorer II and I 
believe Spirit) - 5 watts etc - $150 complete 


Oak Hills Research OHR-400 - excellent quad- bander that covers 30 meters 
but big and thirsty. 


OK Doug - that's my short list and I may have forgotten others but if you 
consider your request for 30 meters, full electronic QSK, RIT etc that cuts 
out MFJ, S&S Engineering, MXM, Wilderness Norcal 40A, SWL SW-30 without RIT, 
Index Labs, Ramsey. Geez that list is small when you look at it - STILL 
room for newer competitive rigs.
